Mr  Henry  said  the  survey  disclosed 
that  couples  who  have  no  church  af¬ 
filiation  and  are  married  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace  are  in  the  greatest  danger  of 
seeing  their  marriage  go  on  the  rocks. 

A  report  of  another  study  on  the  re¬ 
lation  between  church  membership  and 
marital  success  was  presented  by  Dr. 
Paul  Popenoe,  head  of  the  Institute.  He 
said  his  study  showed  that  a  mixed  mar¬ 
riage  is  two  or  three  times  as  likely  to 
end  in  divorce  as  when  persons  of  the 
same  faith  are  united.

OCEAN  SPRINGS  TO  HAVE 
PRAYER  CLINIC

Three  years  ago  pastor  Storie  of  Ocean 
Springs  designated  a  room  in  his  church 
as  “prayer  room.”  This  room  has  been 
open  to  all  people  24  hours  a  day  where 
a  person  could  give  his  name  or  initials 
in  a  registry  book  or  not  register  at  all. 

It  is  surprising  to  know  the  number  of 
people  that  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  communing  with  the  Lord  in 
this  sacred  place. 

Furthermore  some  outstanding  an¬ 
swers  to  prayer  have  been  made.  Al¬ 
coholics,  men  living  in  the  depths  of 
sin  have  been  converted.  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  the  pastor  has  listed  in  a  ‘‘red 
hooks”  the  names  of  more  than  40  al¬ 
coholics  or  those  fast  becoming  al¬ 
coholics  for  whom  we  are  praying  in 
•his  little  room.  Already  answers  have 
begun  to  come.  People  from  a  number  of 
ststes  have  written  in  requesting  prayer 
ind  a  number  have  come  to  inquire 
shout  the  ‘‘prayer  room.” 

The  lord  laid  it  on  the  heart  of  Mr. 
S<one  to  observe  the  third  anniversary 
of  the  prayer  room  with  a  prayer  clinic, 
something  new  to  him.  This  clinic  will 
held  September  14-16  with  Dr.  John 
*  Rice,  outstanding  apostle  of  prayer, 
**  the  inspirational  speaker.  He  will 
speak  Friday  night  and  twice  on  Sat- 
*™*y.  There  will  be  three  sessions  on

20  schools  of  the  Bethel  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Nigeria,  Africa. 

There  are  two  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionaries  working  in  the  association, 
Miss  Edith  Chaney  and  Miss  Evs  Sand¬ 
ers,  who  has  recently  come  to  the  States 
on  furlough.  There  are  two  ordained 
African  pastors,  eight  men  who  have 
had  two  years  of  seminary  work  after 
the  eighth  grade,  and  many  faithful 
Christians. 

“With  aU  of  these  Nigerian  workers 
we  take  no  credit  for  the  splendid  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  recent  evangelistic  cam¬ 
paign,”  commented  Miss  Sanders.  I 
was  merely  a  member  of  the  committee 
to  make  plans  in  our  associational  meet¬ 
ing  last  fall.” 

Miss  Sanders  relates  an  experience 
which  helps  one  to  visualize  the  results: 

“Our  youngest  church  has  a  tiny 
mud  building  with  a  grass  roof.  It  and 
its  surrounding  plot  are  neatly  kept 
and  the  people  are  faithful  Christians. 
They  are  led  by  a  layman  because  there 
are  not  enough  pastors  available. 

‘‘About  a  year  ago  we  made  a  sur¬ 
prise  visit  to  them  for  the  Sunday  eve¬ 
ning  service.  Tho  hooso  was  packed.

“Then  came  the  evangelistic  crusade.

STILL  MORE  "TOLERANCE" 

New  York  city  is  currently  furnishing  t 
a  grim  local  example  of  religious  in-  < 
tolerance  on  the  part  of  a  hierarchy  \ 

which  above  all  others  has  demanded  , 

“religious  tolerance”  for  the  expansion  i 
of  its  political  objectives,  according  to  , 
an  article  appearing  in  tho  September  , 
issue  of  THE  CONVERTED  CATHOLIC 
MAGAZINE,  published  by  Christ’s  Mis¬ 
sion,  160,  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City. 

The  May,  1951  issue  of  the  Parish 
Monthly  magazine  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  located  in 
the  Washington  Heights  section  of  Man¬ 
hattan,  is  quoted  as  carrying  a  vivid 
articles  describing  a  religious  parade 
staged  by  the  church,  in  which  Carnal 
Spellman  took  part  and  the  New  York 
City  Police  Department  was  represented 
by  an  escort  detachment  and  the  Police 
Athletic  League  Band. 

In  preparation  for  the  parade,  mer¬ 
chants  in  the  area  were  visited  by  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Sacred  Heart  for  cash 
contributions  to  pay  for  decorating  the 
line  of  march.  A  few  independent  non- 
Catholic  merchants  did  not  participate. 
They  are  likely  to  pay  dearly  for  their 
refusal,  if  the  parishioners  of  Sacred 
Heart  Church  heed  the  Instructions  very 
clearly  conveyed  to  them  by  their  priests 
through  the  Parish  Monthly. 

Citing  four  of  these  merchants  by 
name  and  address,  the  Monthly  strongly 
denounced  them  and  urged  Sacred 
Heart’s  parishioners  to  boycott  these 
’  establishments.  Typical  of  the  tone  of 
,  the  article  was  this  comment  regarding 
one  of  the  stores: 

“We  not  only  regret  that  Catholics 
t  have  traded  in  that  hole  in  the  wall’  in 
>  the  past,  but  we  hope  they  will  avoid 
*  the  place  in  the  future.”-This  in  Pro- 
r  testant  America!  Faith  and  Southern 
Baptists. 


PRAGUE  PAPER  CARRIES 
ATTACK  ON  BAPTISTS 


(Editor’s  Note:  This  it  published,  not 
•s  facts  but  to  show  how  rabid  Com¬ 
munists  regard  us.) 

VIENNA— (RNS)— American  Baptists 
and  Methodists  were  assailed  by  a 
Prague  Communist  newspaper  for  “play¬ 
ing  into  WaU  Street  hands”  by  making 
their  followers  “politically  immune 
through  a  spiritless  religious  intoxica¬ 
tion.” 

An  article  in  Lidove  Noviny,  organ  of 
the  Communist-controlled  Czechoslovak 
Authors  Guild,  charged  the  American 
Baptists  and  Methodists  with  promoting 
a  religion  that  was  “dangerous  for 
life* 

The  article  was  written  by  Norbert 
Fryd,  a  Czech  novelist  who  was  formerly 
a  cultural  attache  in  New  York. 

Mr.  Fryd,  who  said  he  had  recently 


toured  the  southern  part  of  the  United 
States,  accused  Baptist  and  Methodist 
minister*  of  “leading  their  follower, 
toward  madness  through  eccentric  ser¬ 
mons,  dancing  and  singing.” 

"A  European  in  the  midst  of  Americsn 
Baptists  sod  Methodists,”  he  wrote, 
“would  believe  himself  among  the  wild¬ 
est  pagans.  I  saw  them  in  church,  roll¬ 
ing  on  the  floor  in  convulsions  and  foam¬ 
ing  at  the  mouth.” 

“Religious  fanaticism  was  artificially 
nurtured,”  Mr.  Fryd  added,  “especially 
among  farm  workers,  leaving  them  in 
poverty  and  barring  them  from  any  de¬ 
fense  but  prayer.” 

He  said  the  large  church  attendance 
hi  America  was  due  te  “the  complete 
elimination  of  the  masse*  from  other 
cultural  possibilities.” 


By  CHESTER  L.  QUARLES 
Executive  Secretary 
Correspondence  with  Dr.  C.  E.  Mat¬ 
thews,  Secretary  of  Evangelism  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  reveal* 
the  fact  that  many  people  are  asking  the 
question.  “How  about  Evangelism  in 
1952’”  Naturally,  our  leaders  in  the 
field  of  Evangelism  are  definitely  con¬ 
cerned  that  this  question  still  occurs 
so  many  times.  In  1950  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  was  presented  to  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  in  Chicago  by  the  State 
Executive  Secretaries  and  the  State  Sec¬ 
retaries  of  Evangelism,  that  Southern 
Baptists  have  a  Southwide  Evangelistic 
Crusade  in  all  (he  states  in  1952.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  differences  between  states, 
climatic,  or  otherwise,  it  was  suggested 
that  each  state  set  its  date  for  its 
crusade.  This  the  Convention  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  churchds.  This  program 
will  solve  many  problems  and  each 
state  will  be  able  to  draw  on  the  other 
states  for  evangelistic  help  in  the  cru¬ 
sades. 

MISSISSIPPI  PROGRAM 

While  the  Committee  on  Evangelism 
has  not  definitely  committed  itself  pub¬ 
licly,  it  is  the  thought  of  many  of  the 
leaders  of  our  own  state  that  we  should 
definitely  promote  the  Simultaneous 
Evangelistic  Crusade  by  associations. 
That  is  to  say,  we  believe  that  each  as¬ 
sociation  in  the  state  ought  to  promote 
in  1952  a  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Cru¬ 
sade.  The  date  for  this  will  be  up  to  the 
leaders  of  the  associations,  of  course, 
and  it  would  be  set  at  a  time  when  the 
>  best  possible  results  could  be  attained 
by  the  churches  of  that  particular  as¬ 
sociation. 

A  number  of  the  associations  of  the 
state  have  already  set  their  dates  for 
associational  simultaneous  evangelistic 
crusades.  A  number  have  already  set 
the  dates  just  before  Easter,  and  just 
after  in  the  Spring.  Other  dates  have 
_  been  considered  and  have  possibly  been 
definitely  agreed  upon.

"A  unified  program  such  as  Southern 
Baptists  now  have  has  brought  together 
all  agencies  of  our  beloved  denomina¬ 
tion  and  of  our  churches.  It  has  molded 
our  strength  into  one  great  body  or 
unit  with  one  accord  and  one  abjective: 
to  wit,  the  evangelisation  of  a  lost  world. 

“A  resume  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
program  of  evangelism  is  as  follows: 

(1)  A  Department  of  Evangelism  in 
each  state. 

(2)  fl ■  State  Secretary  of  Evangelism 
to  supervise  the  work. 

(3)  Two  associational  officers  in  each 
association,  elected  annually. 

(4)  An  evangelism  church  council  in 
each  church,  composed  of  pastor  (chair¬ 
man)  and  heads  of  each  church  agency, 
to  plan  program  a  year  in  advance,  as 
follows:  two  revivals  (one  a  simultane¬ 
ous  effort)  a  year  in  each  church  and 
a  perennial  program  of  visitation  evan¬ 
gelism. 

(5)  An  annual  statewide  evangelistic 
conference  in  each  state. 

"This  program  though  oxacting  and 
hoavy,  is  not  boyond  our  ablity  to  carry 
out.  It  will  not  inter  fora  with  ether  King¬ 
dom  enterprises,  but  will  give  impetus  to 
every  ether  work  in  which  our  denomina¬ 
tion  engages.  If  carried  out.  Southern 
Baptists  will  baptise  500,000  souls  into 
our  churches  every  year.**

The  progress  of  toe  Brotherhood  move¬ 
ment  dtaring  the  past  several  years  has 
been  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  aU 
of  as.  Particularly  to  this  true  of  Inst 
year’s  growth  in  both  the  number  of 
Brotherhoods  and  their  enrolment. 

Southern  Baptiste  everywhere  wiH  be 
pleased  to  learn  that  at  the  “dose  of 
business”  December  31,  1950,  more  than 
five  thousand  churches — 5,076  to  be  ex¬ 
act-reported  functioning  Brotherhoods 
with  a  total  enrolment  of  147,744  men. 
This  represents  an  increase  over  1MB 
of  nearly  23  per  cent  in  Brotherhood 
organisations  and  approximately  It  per 
cent  in  enrolment.

IRON  CURTAIN  BAPTISTS.  . 

HELPED  MOST  BY  PRAYER. 

Firsthand  information  concerning  the 
condition  of  Baptist  work  in  Hungary 
has  been  received  by  Dr.  George  W. 

Sadler,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board's  sec¬ 
retary  for  Africa,  Europe  and  the  Near 
East.  It  is  thought  unwise  to  reveal  the 
source  of  the  information. 

There  are  15,000  Baptists  in  Hungary, 
with  600  preaching  stations,  the  report 
said.  Seven  hundred  converts  were  bap¬ 
tized  last  year. 

“Hungarian  Baptists  spoke  in  the 
warmest  terms  of  the  relationship  with 
their  fellow  Christians  in  the  world,”  the 
Information  stated.  “One  Baptist  said 
they  were  receiving  such  blessings  in 
their  work  that  he  was  sure  that  other 
people  were  praying  for  them.  He  em¬ 
phasized  that  this  is  the  main  way 
in  which  they  could  be  helped  in  their 
work  and  witness  in  Hungary.  I  cannot 
express  too  strongly  his  desire  for  this 

spiritual  contact  with  you  all."  LOuiS,  Mo  _(BP)-  Thirty-five

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  “Baylor 
University’s  announcement  of  a  program 
of  study  leading  to  the  Doctor  of  Philos¬ 
ophy  degree  comes  in  answer  to  a  need 
of  long  standing,”  Dr.  R.  Orin  Cornett, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Education 
Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  says.
